explosion occurred, but no checkup 
was possible and reports of the casual- 
ties were conflicting. 


A small fire fighting equipment waa 


maintained by the company, but th« 
blaze was out of control of this ap- 
paratus. Grafton, a small village baa 
no fire department. 


A police line was established within 


a radius of one mile of the burning 
plant and reports came only from oc- 
casional workers who were escaping 
from the blaze. 


The explosion consisted of a scerle* 


of slight blasts which ended in a great 
upheaval of the nitro-glycerine build- 


1 ing. It was felt in Alton, Jerseyvllle 
' and Delhi, nearby towns. The seis- 
mograph of St. Louis university re- 
corded the shocks.

GOVERNOR CHARGES DECEPTION 


BY HERD OWNERS. 


Health, -of Children Is Now Fully 


Protected by State Funds for 


Inspection of Dairy 


Cows. 


Governor Bryan took a Washing- 


ton's birthday shot at the |75,000 
appropriation for the eradication of 
tuberculosis. "The men behind the 
deficiency bill," said the governor, as 
tie ' glanced at a picture of George 
Washington and his hatchet, "arc 
trying to turn it into a health propo- 
sition in an effort to deceive the 
people. They held a hearing before 
a legislative committee and called in j 
physicians to testify in regard to the 
dangers of milk from diseased cows". 


"There is no connection whatever 


between that 
so-called 
eradication 


measure and health. The people be- 
hind it who will benefit from the 
deficiency appropriation are owners of 
registered herds, stockyards and vet- 
erinarians. 
In the first place the 


measure does not eradicate tuberculo- 
sis in cattle. It merely spreads it. 


"The deception consists in connect- 


ing this measure with health of chil- 
dren. - Even dairymen have been 
frightened into thinking they ought to 
get hi and help boost for the deficit. 
I have had dairymen come- to me and 
protest to me to change my attitude. 
These dairymen have been surprised 
to learn that dairy inspection is still 
going on and that there is a sufficient 
appropriation unexpended, about $25,- 
000, 
for that purpose. That money 


was saved out for the purpose of 
enforcing that part of the state law 
which provides for compulsory inspec- 
tion of all cows whose mlik is sold 
for consumption. 


"The accredited herd inspection, 


voluntary upon the part of the herd 
owners, does not eradicate tuberculo- 
sis in cattle. Cattle shipped into this 
state for slaughter are not tested. 
They are unloaded from the cars'.and 
fed and watered with cattle being 
shipped from the stockyards into all 
parts of the state for feeding purposes. 
These cattle are shipped back and 
forth in the same cars and -fed and 
watered together and drink, out of the 
same trough."

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A THREAT TO 
TAKE APPEAL 


GOVERNOR SAID TO BE SUGGEST- 


ING THE INITIATIVE. 


Rumored That If His Program Not 


Adopted, People May Have an 


Opportunity in 1924 to 


Make a Demand. 


The initiative threat is said to have 


boon hurled at the legislature, either 
irom the inside or the outside. Demo- 
crats have v.-hispered that unless the 
present session adopts the Bryan pro- 
gram repealing the code and estab- 
lishing an executive council, the prop- 
osition will be put up to the people 
at the general election of 1924. This, 
tfrey admit, will be good campaign 
lodder for the governor whether he 
becomes a candidate for second term 
or raises his sights and jumps into 
the senatorial running. 


To date, house republicans have 


indicated more or less confidence in, 
themselves. They also have displayed 
a degree of tact. 
But it is the con- 


census of opinion that they are not 
to be driven along the road. 
Nor 


is this true of republicans alone. A 
number of democrats have furnished 
proof that their independence is not 
to be trifled with. As a.n example of 
this independence, when the emerg- 
f-ncy measure for eradication of bo- 
vine tuberculosis came up 
in 
the 


lower branch, seven democrats sup- 
ported it. • 


It is generally conceded that 
the 


house, practically fifty per cent farm- 
ers, will not be forced into a long 
siege. 
The fanners -are determined 


to be at home on the ground floor to 
tond to their business as soon as pos- 
sible. For this reason and for other 
reasons, legislation passed

We ship 
out Nebraska potatoes and ship in Minnesota potatoes, 
and so on down the line. If we would follow this sen- 
sible course we would release a lot of cars for use at a 
time when their employment would add to our agricul- 
tural wealth and to our own prosperity individually. __ 


Maybe yon city folks have shuddered, as you passed 


a farmhouse, over the possibility that your lite might 
have to be spent there. Well, here's what J. O. Shroyer, 
Bichardson county farmer, thought after he had walked 
down O street: "I wonder where the old-time home 
life has gone. Too many homes of the city are flats 
and crowded shacks from which the people escape at 
nightfall as from a place tolerated only because of the 
shelter it offers. But where do they go' Out to com- 
mercialized entertainment, out to crowded pool halls, 
down to gambling dens, and over to big dance halls 
where the denizens of the lower regions have their 
emissaries. What Is needed in our cities much more 
than added population IB to build up a better home 
life, a community awakening and more efficiency from 
those workers we now have. Every town and city 
should have its home spirit club. The commercial clubs 
like to study the farmer and his problems. Why not 
get right down alongside this city problem and help 
still more." 


Apparently there Is a Tory strong sentiment in the 


rural sections of the state that every law that has 
been enacted in recent years for the purpose of cen- 
tralizing the controfof the schools shall be repealed, 
and control handed back to the people at home. Per- 
haps it Is only fair that those who pay for the schools 
are entitled to say what kind of schools they will sup- 
port, but if there is anything to the theory that the peo- 
ple at large are vitally interested in having a wider dif- 
fusion of education the debate cannot be calleu closed. 
It is upon this theory that we predicate the justice of 
making everybody pay school tax, regardless of whether 
he or she has any children ,who get the benefits of edu- 
cation. If -we discard that theory in the one instance, 
what becomes of its application in the other?
